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PEACE AND UNITY 

The prayer which has been adopted by 
common consent of Catholics and Protes- 
tants for the reunion of Christendom is 
addressed to our Lord Jesus Christ, and 
implores Him to grant unto His Church 
“that Peace and Unity which are agreeable 
to His Will.” The Peace of the World and 
the Unity of the Church are intimately 
associated ; the Angels of God who heralded 
the Birth of the Savior of Mankind sang 
of “peace on earth to men of geod will,” 
and in honor of the Advent of His Son into 
the world Almighty God by His omnipotent 
Hand closed the gates of the Temple of 
Janus at Rome, which was the outward and 
visible sign of a universal peace prevailing 
for the first time throughout the whole 
world. 

It has been often remarked that the 
titanic struggle in which more than half 
the nations of the world are now engaged 
would have been impossible save for the 
divisions existing among Christians. We 
know that the so-called Reformation, or the 
breaking away from Catholic Unity of half 
of Europe, immediately resulted in deluging 
with blood those nations where rebeliion 
against the Holy See was rampant. 

Is not the whirlwind of war, which a di- 
vided Christendom is now reaping in blood 
and tears, the harvest which Martin Luther 


and his fellow reformers sowed 400 years 
ago? 

Convinced, as we are, that God will not 
suffer Peace to be permanently re-estab- 
lished on the earth until the Great World 
Powers recognize in the Vicar of Christ 
God’s Prime Minister and Special Arbiter 
of Peace, we ask all who shall read these 
lines to make the Church Unity Octave next 
month a“special occasion of united and 
fervent prayer for that Peace and Unity, 
both civil and religious, which are agreeable 
to the Divine Will, recognizing, as every 
Catholic must recognize, that any other 
kind of peace or unity must prove false and 
unsubstantial. . 

The other day we received from Mr. 
Robert Gardiner, Secretary of the Anglican 
Commission for a World’s Conference on 
Faith and Order, what is called Bulletin 
No. 14, recommending that all denomina- 
tions of Christians unite in “a Week of 
Prayer” for the Reunion of Christendom, 
from January 18th to January 25th—in 
other words, in the observance of the 
Church Unity Octave—and the Bulletin 
concludes with the statement that this is 
probably the first time in the history of a 
divided Christendom that Christians of ail 
denominations have been united at a given 
time in praying for a given object. 

May we not recognize in this the provi- 
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dential opportunity afforded us by the 
Church Unity Octave to unite with our 
Separated Brethren in a concert of prayer 
that the peace to succeed this present war 
shall be of such a nature as to result in the 
reunion of all good Christians in the Com- 
munion of the One Catholic and Apostolic 
Church, and under the benign rule of the 
one only Shepherd, ordained by Jesus Christ 
to rule the universal Church; a consumma- 
tion most devoutly to be wished, and which 
was already in the mind of Christ on that 
eventful day when He gave to Peter the 
thrice repeated commission: “Feed My 
lambs—Feed My lambs—Feed My sheep.” 
(St. John 21; vs. 15, 16, 17.) 

The Editor of THe Lamp cannot fully 
describe the intense grief which we expe- 
rienced when the Belligerent Rulers re- 
jected the Peace Proposal made to them 
by Pope Benedict XV on the Feast of Our 
Lady’s Assumption into Heaven. We be- 
lieved then, and if it were possible we be- 
lieve more strongly now, that had they 
hearkened to the voice of Peter at that time 
the peace which the world so ardently longs 
for would have been realized at the present 
Christmastide; and the Angels would have 
sung their peace song again, as they did 
with sweetest melody that starlight night so 
long ago upon the plains of Bethlehem. 
But “No,” the Belligerent Rulers said, 
“Wisdom dwells with us; the Pope’s Peace 
Proposa! is inopportune and unwise; the 
sword must dictate the terms of a lasting 
peace, and not the council board of kings 
and potentates, presided over by the Recluse 
of the Vatican.” We seemed to see at that 
time our Lord weeping over the nations of 
the earth, as He wept over Jerusalem, and 
saying again, as He said then: “Jf thou 
hadst known, and that in this thy day, the 
things that belong to thy peace; but now 
they are hidden from thy eyes 
because thou knewest not the time of thy 
visitation.” 

Instead of being an “inopportune time,” 
in the light of what has happened since, 


how can we fail to recognize that it was in 
reality a providential opportunity given by 
Almighty God, through His Vicar, for the 
Belligerent Powers to sheathe their swords 
and betake themselves to the Hall of Arbi- 
tration, there by mutual conference to ar- 
rive at terms of peace conducive to the 
well-being of the whole world. It is certain 
that never since the beginning of the war 
were the Central Powers in more desperate 
straits than they were last August, nor more 
disposed to accept such terms as the Allies 
might, with one consent, have asked. Since 
then the unexpected has happened: the 
victories of Cadorna and his Italian hosts 
have been completely reversed, and at the 
time we write the Austro-German forces 
have advanced as far as the Piave River in 
their invasion of Italy; while another revo- 
lution in Russia makes her a negligible quan- 
tity in the scale against the Central Powers. 
What is still further in store for the nations 
engaged in this dreadful Armageddon is 
hidden from our eyes; but for Catholics, at 
least, the Finger of Divine Providence ought 
plainly to be manifest as it points to the 
Vatican, directing our eyes to Pope Bene- 
dict XV as the Divine Leader, whose voice 
we are to listen to, and in concert with 
whom we are to pray and to labor for that 
Peace and Unity which are agreeable to the 
Divine Will. Since His Holiness by a Papal 
Brief, published in February, 1916, called 
upon the faithful throughout the world to 
unite in the observance of the Church Unity 
Octave from the Feast of the Chair of 
Peter at Rome, January 18th, to the Con- 
version of St. Paul, January 25th, let us 
all with one consent unite in its observance, 
and in union with our Protestant brethren 
beseech our Lord Jesus Christ to unite the 
whole Christian world in one universal 
Fold, under the one Shepherd of Divine 
appointment, and to hasten the day when 
the kingdoms of this world shall become 
with one consent the Kingdom of the Lord’s 
Anointed, even Jesus Christ.

The introduction of the crib into the 
Christmas celebration is directly traceable 
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to the seraph love of St. Francis of Assisi. 
To stand in imagination on the far Judean 
hills hearing the song of angels did not 
suffice him, and he longed “for once to 
celebrate seriously the coming of the Son 
of God upon earth and to see with his own 
eyes how poor and miserable He wished to 
be for our sakes.” Poet and troubadour 
and maker of music from barren sticks, the 
Poverello planned the realization of his 
dream with an artist’s sweep of vision. He 
chose the woods at Greccio to be the stage 
of the mystic drama. Given all nature as 
accessory, nothing was wanting to the sol- 
emnity of the pictured Gospe! scene. The 
torches of the Brothers made it “bright as 
day under the dark vaulting of the rocks,” 
though the hour was midnight and the whis- 
pering forest stood unfathomable in the 
background. Mass was said over the man- 
ger as the altar, and near by stood the ox 
and ass. After the chanting of the Gospel, 
St. Francis stepped forward in his deacon’s 
vestments. “Deeply sighing, overcome by 
the fulness of his devotion, filled with a 
wonderful joy, the holy one of God stood 
by the manger,” following the narrative of 
Thomas of Celano. “And his voice, his 
strong voice, and glad voice, clear voice and 
ringing voice invited all td seek the highest 
good. With words that dripped with 
sweetness, he spoke of the poor King who 
is born in the night, and who is the Lord 
Jesus in the city of David. And every time 
he would name the name of Jesus, the fire 
of love overcame him and he called Him 
instead the Child from Bethlehem.” 

He lies there, a helpless infant. His out- 
stretched hands implore us. His innocence 
wins us. His poverty moves to tears. 
Venite Adoremus! 

Venite Adoremus! Behold thy King, ye 
outcast and desolate, ye homeless and desti- 
tute; thy King—all ye little children and ye 
with the hearts of children. 

The comfortable places would not shelter 
Him, the inn doors would not open to Him, 
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the world would not receive Him. Poverty 
alone did not turn from Him.

presumptuous to say that neither Luther 
nor Henry VIII were men after God’s 
own heart, and Protestantism has de- 
monstrated beyond doubt that it was 
not begotten of God, that it possesses 
within itself all the elements of division 
and disintegration, and that as a soul- 
saving religion its confusion worse con- 
founded has written upon the walls of its 
house—‘“Failure.” But the Church of 
the Living God cannot fail, nor Hell pre- 
vail against it. 


The Anti-aid Amendment lately sub- 
mitted to the voters of Massachusetts 
was carried by a majority of 74,875, 
thereby depriving Catholic institutions 
in that State of civil assistance. And a 
very uncivil act this was, aided and 
abetted, it seems, by some Catholics 
themselves, of whom Cardinal O’Connell 
declared on the eve of election: “The 
Catholic position has been stated so 
clearly that any man calling himself a 
Catholic who, after the clearest light 
poured on the whole situation, persists 
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in advocating the passing of the amend- 
ment or votes for it himself is guilty of 
an action of which, let us hope, he may 
have the grace some day to repent.” 


The highest authority on Polish con- 
stitutional law and history, Dr. Czoi- 
chewski, who is about to complete a con- 
stitution for the new Poland, already ap- 
proved in principle by the former State 
Council, declares that any future king of 
Poland must pledge himse!f to live in 
Poland and not rule from a distance 
through a viceroy. He states further 
that the first king will be elected by 
Parliament and cannot be foisted on the 
people merely by proclamation.

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consecrated Bishop at the hands of Pius 
X in the same Sistine Chapel. 


The Society for the Propagation of the 
Faith lately received $15 with the following 
lines: “1 am a member of the Episcopal 
Church, but I admire the grand work 
your Church is doing, and I want to help 
some.” 


For the first time during the five years 
in which he has been at the head of the 
nation, President Wilson attended the 
Pan-American Mass in Washington on 
Thanksgiving Day. No doubt the 
prayers of the 200,000 Catholic boys in 
arms were with him. 


Spain is just about to observe the cen- 
tenary of the death of Cardinal Ximenes, 
regent of the kingdom in its most 
flourishing days, founder of the Univer- 
sity of Alcala de Heuares and author of 
the famous polyglot edition of the Bible. 


A short time ago, in referring to the 
progress of the Church in England since 
the reestablishment of the Hierarchy, the 
Rev. James Nicholson, S.J., of Liver- 
pool, gave these figures: “In the year 
1850 there were 587 priests in England 
while today there are 3,865. In that 
year there were 770 churches; today 
there are 1,895. There were 41 convents 
in England in 1850, whilst today there 
are 822.” 





On November 17th, San Diego held a 
pageant of Freedom at the Stadium in 
which hundreds of soldiers and sailors 
took part, the military review surpassing 
any similar spectacle ever attempted in 
the West, it is said.

The Bi-Centenary of New Orleans and

The new St. Patrick’s Church, Mal- 
vern, Pa., of which the Rev. John H. 
Martin is rector, was dedicated on Sun- 
day, November 11th by the Rt. Rev.

Gunn, D.D., Bishop of Natchez, Miss., 
preaching the dedicatory sermon. 


A unique plan was adopted last month 
by All Saints parish, Stuart, Iowa, in 
which patriotism helped raise the debt 
on the Church when $30,000 worth of 
Liberty Bonds were sold for the govern- 
ment and the bonds turned over to the 
Church to wipe out the debt. 


The Supreme Court having thrown 
out petitions for a new trial, it appears 
now that St. Louis University, its medi- 
cal department in particular, will come 
into the millions left it by the will of 
James Campbell, a multi-millionaire of 
St. Louis. 


A new Church for the use of colored 
people has been built at Corpus Christi, 
Texas; and dedicated under the title of 
Holy Cross Church, by the Rt. Rev. 
P. J. Nussbaum, assisted by the local 
clergy.. The dedication sermon was 
preached by the Rev. H. F. Kane, S.S.J., 
pastor of St. Peter Claver Church, San 
Antonio. 


The colonization of the Belgians in 
Canada, mentioned a few months ago in 
our columns, has met with drawbacks, 
and the Rev. Captain Joseph Arts has 
temporarily taken parish work in this 


country until his plans can the better be 
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worked out. 


“Fifteen thousand have been converted 
at the front,” says the Lord Abbot of 
Caldey in Wales, who reached this coun- 
try last month. “Christianity is not 
losing because of the war,” said Dom 
Aelred. “Fifteen thousand men have 
been converted to our Faith, who pro- 
fessed none before the war started.” 


On Nov. 11th there was a great Cath- 
olic celebration at Camp Wadsworth, 
Spartanburg, South Carolina, when a 
tremendous throng was present at the 
Military Mass celebrated by Father 
Tyson, Chaplain of the Camp. Two 
thousand soldiers from Brooklyn, and 
many others beside making up part of 
the Twenty-seventh Division at Camp 
Wadsworth, four thousand Catholic 
soldiers among them, treated that 
thoroughgoing Protestant town to the 
biggest religious demonstration in its 
history. Bishop Russell preached the 
sermon. 


False reports about peace and tran- 
quility in Mexico and of the prosperity 
that exists under the “First Chief,” no 
doubt deceive many, but the authorities 
of our government have had the wisdom 
to refuse a loan to the Mexican leaders. 
The fact is that the same old campaign 
of pillage and plunder is proceeding, and 
another revolution is in progress which 
will probably result in the overthrow of 
Carranza. :

An Amsterdam dispatch reports a request 
from the Vatican to General von Falken- 
hausen, the German Governor-General of 
Belgium, to permit Cardinal Mercier, the 
Primate of Belgium, to visit Rome some 
time before Christmas on an important po- 
litical errand. 


When Bishop Bunoz was consecrated as 
Bishop of Prince Rupert, Canada, on 
Thursday, October 18th, he wore a pectoral 
cross the chain of which is entirely com- 
posed of gold nuggets, a gift from former 
friends in the Klondike. The consectator 
was the Most Rev. T. Casey, D.D., Arch- 
bishop of Vancouver and Metropolitan of 
the Province. The consecration took place 
in the Pro-Cathedral of the Holy Rosary 
at Seattle. 


L’Abbe Patrick Flynn, a French priest of 
Irish extraction, who has spent twenty 
months in the trenches, is now a member 
of an official French commission to the 
United States.

At the recent convention of the American 
Bar Association at Syracuse, N. Y., Mr. 
Walter G. Smith, of Philadelphia, a trustee 
of the Catholic University of America and 
well known for his activities in Catholic 
circles in Philadelphia, was elected presi- 
dent of the national association. 


Dr. Maurice P. Casey, a physician of 
Boston, left that city in October to join the 
Franciscan Brothers in Brooklyn. 


A noteworthy conversion the other day 
across the water was that of the Rev. 
Ronald Knox, youngest son of the Prot- 
estant Bishop of Manchester. This conver- 
sion is perhaps the more notable because the 
parental prelate was markedly anti-Catholic. 
The event has caused no small stir among 
his “evangelical” friends. 


Sprung from a long line of Presbyterian 
ministers, and received into the Church by 
a convert priest, the Rev. Henry Grey 
Graham, of Lanarkshire, has been made 
Bishop-Auxiliary to the Most Rev. J. A. 
Smith, D.D., Archbishop of St. Andrews 
and Edinburgh, Scotland. 


Count George von Hertling, a noted 
Catholic scholar, is the successor to Michae- 
lis as Germany’s new Chancellor. Count 
von Hertling was the Bavarian Prime Min- 
ister and became one of the leaders of the 
Catholic Center Party in the German 
Reichstag. 


On December 4th occurred the fortieth 
anniversary of the priesthood of the Most 
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Rev. Alexander Christie, Archbishop of 
Oregon City. The Archbishop has spent 
nearly half of his sacerdotal life in Port- 
land since his promotion from the bishopric 
of Vancouver Island to the metropolitan 
See of the Oregon Province. The fruits of 
a long constructive policy are his to-day. 

The Cathedral Boy Scouts of Denver 
won the pennant offered by President Wil- 
son for the largest Scout subscription solic- 
ited for the second Liberty Loan. 


On Thanksgiving Day the Rev. Edward 
S. Fitzgerald, of St. Paul’s Church, Owens- 
boro, Ky., celebrated the twenty-fifth anni- 
versary of his pastorate over that church. 
The sermon was preached by the Rev. 
George M. Connor, pastor of St. William 
Church, Louisville, Ky., who for ten years 
was assistant to Father Fitzgerald. 


Irene West, a well-known convert and 
for many years an American actress of dis- 
tinction, writing- from Honolulu, says: “As 
I motored through the great sugar planta- 
tions of Oahu, Hawaii and Maui, the three 
largest islands of the group, I never failed 
to find a dear little whitewashed Catholic 
church on each plantation.

On Rosary Sunday the Catholic Lord 
Mayor of London attended High Mass in 
state at St. Dominic’s Priory, Haverstock 
Hill, not only to observe the feast day, but 
to participate in the jubilee celebration of 
the consecration of the church, which is one 
of the oldest of London’s churches. 
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On November 1st Sister Mary Francis, 
head of St. Joseph’s Orphanage, Totowa, 
celebrated her Golden Jubilee as a religious. 
Solemn Mass of thanksgiving was cele- 
brated by the Very Rev. Dean McNulty, of 
Paterson, being attended by Sisters of 
Charity and immediate relatives of the jubi- 
larian, who is a sister of former Judge Red- 
mond P. Conlon and Owen F. Conlon, both 
of Newark.

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EUCHARISTIC PEACE ARMY 
The Eucharistic Peace Army has begun 
to attract the attention of our Catholic con- 
temporaries. America, for instance, has the 
following to say about it: 


Tue Lamp has conceived the eavellent idea of 
raising a Regiment of Eucharistic Volunteers, 
pledging themselves’ to receive Holy Communion 
frequently and to pray for peace. The daily 
communicants are called “volunteers” and the 
companies of weekly communicants, who find it 
impossible to receive Our Divine Lord each day, 
are known as “auxiliaries.” In an editorial 
written in the earlier part of the year and sug- 
gesting daily Communion for peace, Toe Lamp 
wrote: 

How can the Catholics of this great nation 
more certainly and infallibly move to mercy and 
compassion God the Father Almighty than by 
crowding the tribunal of penance and flocking to 
Holy Communion daily in every individual case 
where that is possible, and weekly in those in- 
stances where daily reception is beyond their 
power. 

This idea will not conflict with the novena for 
peace, and might well be taken up in our parishes 
and schools. The novena itself might be made a 
novena of daily Communions as well as of prayers 
wherever this is possible. 


The Catholic Echo, cf Buffalo, under the 
heading of 
“Peace Army MosBILizinGc IN THE UNITED 
STATES” 


introduced our Eucharistic soldiers to its 
readers as follows: 


Without the aid of recruiting rallies in the 
public squares of the big cities, and with no blare 
of trumpets and no martial music to herald the 
gathering of forces, a great Peace Army is mo- 
bilizing in the United States. It is not the peace 
movement which makes itself heard in legislative 
halls, at public forums and at outdoor meetings, 
but it is a real, albeit silent, army—the Eucharistic 
Peace Army. It is composed of two kinds of 
army corps: the Volunteers, who offer Daily 
Communion for peace, and the Auxiliaries, who 
are Weekly Communicants. 

The movement was “launched several months 
ago by the Society of the Atonement (Third 
Order Regular of St. Francis), the community 
of Anglican Friars at Graymoor, Garrison, N. Y., 
which came over to the Catholic Church in a body 


several years ago. Companies of the Eucharistic 
Peace Army are being rapidly organized, particu- 
larly in the East. Even from the Philippines 
comes the news that the Rev. Paul Hubaux is 
organizing a company of Auxiliaries at Pasig 
Rizal. 

The method of organization of the Eucharistic 
Peace Army resembles that of the military sys- 
tem. The Regiment is the unit. Companies of 
120 members each form the sub-divisions. One 
who enrolls seven or more members in a Regi- 
ment becomes a Corporal; one who enrolls fifty 
or more recruits receives the title of Lieutenant; 
one who organizes a whole company becomes a 
Captain.

CHRISTMAS NIGHT

When the silvery stars are shining through the leafless trees so bare, 
And the candle lights are gleaming in the windows everywhere, 
When the streets are filled with music and happy faces bright, 
Then every one praise God for this is Christmas night! 


When the fir trees bend so proudly while the little children play, 
And God’s Mother beams upon them with the summer smile of May, 
As the Virgin Queen of Heaven looks with pleasure and delight, 

So men and maidens praise ye God for this is Christmas night! 
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The Rt. Rev. Aelred Carlyle, O.S.B., 
Lord Abbot of Caldey, well known to the 
Readers of THE Lamp by reason of the fre- 
quent mention of him in our columns, ar- 
rived in New York the second week of 
November and came on to Graymoor to 
visit us a few days after his landing in 
America. He reached the Friary in time 
for supper on St. Elizabeth’s Day, Novem- 
ber 19th. The students of St. John’s 
House of Studies gave a recitation that eve- 
ning of Shakespeare’s Macbeth in St. An- 
thony’s Hall for the Abbot’s entertainment, 
and his Lordship agreed in return to enter- 
tain us the following afternoon in the same 
place by an illustrated lecture on Caldey. 
He redeemed his promise in a way that will 
never be forgotten by either the Friars or 
the Sisters of the Atonement who were 
privileged to listen to the story from the 
Abbot’s lips of the return, after a banish- 
ment of 400 years, of the Benedictine 
monks to the Isle of Caldey. 


Thirteen years ago the Abbot paid his 
first visit to America, sent hither by the 
Anglican Archbishop of York to be or- 
dained by Dr. Grafton, Bishop of Fond du 
Lac, Wisconsin, because forsooth His Grace 
of York feared a Protestant storm of pro- 
test if the ordination took place in England. 
At that time Abbot Aelred visited St. Paul’s 
Friary and the Father Minister found to 
his joy that the two were of the same mind 
about the Pope and the Apostolic See, and 
both were destined to bring about the Cor- 
porate Reception of two Religious Com- 
munities into the Catholic Church, one of 
men and one of women, viz., the Friars and 
Sisters of the Atonement in 1909 and the 
Benedictine Monks of Caldey and the Nuns 
of Milford Haven, South Wales, in 1913. 


The Father Ministeryhaving an eugage- 
ment to invest with cassock and cincture 
eleven new subjects of the Foreign Mission 
Seminary at Maryknoll on the afternoon of 
the Feast of the Presentation B. V. M., 
November 21, Abbot Aelred and his secre- 
tary, Father Norbert, O.S.B., accompanied 
him, and the trio thoroughly enjoyed their 
joint visit to Catholic America’s Volunteer 
Training Camp for Church Militant Service 
in the trenches of Pagandom. The Abbot 
expressed himself as “tremendously inter- 
ested” in what he saw at Maryknoll and 
by the bye the devils in China have cause to 
be interested too, but in quite a different 
way, for Father James Francis Walsh has 
just arrived there “to spy out the land” and 
to select a choice bit of territory into which 
to introduce the first missionary band from 
Maryknoll, and when they are finally estab- 
lished China will realize that America is not 
altogether Protestant, and there will be 
something doing in the Catholic American 
sector of the Asiatic front. 


We give an illustration of the addition to 
St. Paul’s Friary, now in process of erec- 
tion. The work is being pushed forward 
rapidly. Our devout prayer that some 
Benefactor will come forward and assume 
the cost of this addition as a memorial gift 
has not yet been realized. However, we 
are not in despair: in the meantime any 
smaller gifts towards the building will be 
gratefully received.

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THE CONVENT PROPERTY CASE 
TO DATE 

When the Sisters first received word that 
Judge Tompkins had given them over un- 
conditionally into the hands of the “Trus- 
tees,” with thirty days in which to move 
out, ten of those thirty days had passed by 
and it was a physical impossibility to have 
a shelter prepared for the Novices (the 
Hostel is only large enough for the Pro- 
fessed Sisters) and to get their belongings 
out of the Convent in twenty days. So it 
seemed for the moment that the only thing 
to do was to appeal their case in the Ap- 
pellate Court, if only to gain time. But this 
was but a momentary thought, for in reality 
the Sisters were unanimously against it,-and 
they preferred any hardship to such a 
course. And so the Mother wrote to their 
lawyer the letter given below: 


Dear Mr. Dempsey: 


In approaching, tomorrow, the Plaintiffs’ 
Attorney on our behalf, I request that you 
will announce as our decision, not holding 
it out as an alternative, THAT WE WILL NOT 
TAKE OUR CASE TO THE Court OF APPEALS 
(unless the Ecclesiastical Authorities of this 
Catholic Archdiocese should insist). As I 
made clear in the beginning of the litiga- 
tion, it was most reluctantly and forced by 
circumstances that I became a defendant. 
I cannot, therefore, in conscience, at this 
point continue such litigation by what would 
be the first aggressive action on our part. 
We are Franciscan Religious who desire 
only to live out our brief life in this world, 
according to the principles that govern our 
work for Church Unity, and in obedience 
to the precepts of peace and non-resistance 
laid down in our Rule by the Holy Founder 
of our Order, Saint Francis of Assisi. We 
carry our Final Appeal to another Court 
and another Judge. I will be glad, how- 
ever, if you will again, as you did in the 
beginning of this case, ask our opponents 
if they will consider a financial settlement. 
If not, we beg to know at the earliest mo- 
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ment possible what length of time is given 
us in which to remove from our dear Con- 
vent home.

In reply, the following letter was re- 
ceived giving the result of the interview 
with the Plaintiffs’ Attorney. 


Dear MorHer Lurana: 


In compliance with your express request, I 
promptly conferred personally with Mr. 
Zabriskie, at his office, in New York City, on 
the subject of a settlement or compromise, if 
possible, of the litigation without further 
activities on our part, and to whom I sub- 
mitted for precise consideration the following 
propositions in substance: 

(1) Would he (Mr. Zabriskie) consider any 
terms now for a settlement on any financial 
payment by us? To this inquiry Mr. Zabris- 
kie promptly responded in the negative abso- 
lutely.... 

(2) That if the Mother and her Society 
promptly vacated the premises without fur- 
ther resistance and surrendered all their 
rights to the buildings and improvements as 
made, at their expense and by their sole 
efforts, would he not consider the Society’s 
rights to an award or rebate on the basis of 
the value of such improvements? Mr. Zabris- 
kié again replied in the negative, but con- 
senied to submit it with the first proposition 
to his clients, although I believe the plaintiffs 
will be practically controlled entirely by the 
attitude of their said counsel. . . . 

As I personally emphasized to you, the ad- 
visability of an appeal is indispensable, as 
you have everything to gain thereby and prac- 
tically nothing to lose, except perhaps the ex- 
penses in amount as I have indicated, and 
which are insignificant as compared with the 
full value of the property in controversy in 
its present condition. ... 

The Appellate Division, which is the first 
appellate tribunal, is constituted of five 
judges at each session, and who on a printed 
record of the whole case, including exhibits, 
could and undoubtedly would give more 
thoroughly of their time and consideration to 
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an analysis of the legal and equitable aspects 
of the subject in controversy and the respec- 


tive rights of all those involved, and render 


an opinion at some length accordingly. ... 

I take occasion also to reiterate that your 
right of appeal once lost is gone forever, and 
the judgment as rendered in the trial Court, 
however unsatisfactory or disappointing to the 
unsuccessful side, by reason of the omission 
of any opinion, becomes absolute and be- 
yond any prospect of amendment, and I 
would again urge your very serious consid- 
eration within the allotted time and for the 
proper protection of your rights and interests, 
and those vitally associated with you, to not 
alone the expediency, but the advisability, if 
not necessity of perfecting an appeal for the 
purpose of obtaining not only a thorough re- 
view of all disputed questions, but a final ad- 
judication on the merits of the case as a 
whole, including specifications, as desired, of 
the rights and exact status of the various 
parties and interests as affected. At any time 
during the pending of an appeal any com- 
promise if arranged for could be effected and 
the appeal forthwith discontinued.

As will be seen the Sisters’ lawyer, 
conscious of the strength and justice of 
his case, is very loath to relinquish the 
hope that the Mother will reconsider the 
decision not to appeal, but in a second 
letter she made it clear that the point was 
absolutely settled. 

A few days later Mr. Dempsey sent to 
the Mother for perusal the following letter 
from Mr. Zabriskie to himself:

Dear Mr. DEMPSEY: 

After our interview the other day with 
regard to Graymoor, I communicated to my 
clients the purport of our conversation. 
From what they say I have no reason to 
suppose that overtures on your part fora 
settlement on either of the lines which you 
suggested will be acceptable to them. 
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If your clients submit to the judgment 
and quit the premises, my clients, as I an- 
ticipated, would wish to give them whatever 
time may be fairly reasonable in which to 
remove. You said that you thought that 
your clients would need as much as thirty 
days, but not more than sixty days for this 
purpose. We should have no objections to 
this. Yours truly, 

GeorGE ZABRISKIE. 


And so things stood. But on November 
8th the unexpected happened. When the 
Father Minister went down to Garrison on 
Election Day to vote he was taken aside for 
a few moments’ conversation by Mr. Ham- 
ilton Fish, who expressed his sympathy 
with the Sisters in their trouble and his 
own strong disapproval of their eviction. 
We purposely mention him here by name, 
for we want it go on record that a promi- 
nent Episcopalian (he is the Senior 
Warden in the Church at Garrison) dis- 
sociated himself from it, and not only so, 
but he called upon the Mother a few days 
later to confer as to how active measures 
might be taken to save to the Sisters 
at the eleventh hour their dear Convent 
home. 

As a result of Mr. Fish’s efforts and in- 
terest, the subjoined appeal was drawn up 
with his signature as the first, and he has 
been active in gaining others to sign. The 
sympathy openly expressed of the Gar- 
rison people has been one of the unex- 
pected and consoling events at this time. 

Up to the time of going to press no defi- 
nite answer has been made to the Petition 
which follows: 


A MEMORIAL AND PETITION 
Addressed to 

The Rt. Rev. David H. Greer, D.D., Bishop 
of New York; Mr. George Zabriskie, 
Attorney for the Plaintiffs, and to the 
Trustees of St. John’s Church, Graymoor, 
namely: Miss Alice May Elliot, Mrs. 
Sarah Nicholson, Plaintiffs, and Miss 
Julia H. Chadwick, Defendant. 
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We, the undersigned, being residents of 
Garrison and Philipstown, wish to express 
our earnest desire that an agreement may 
be promptly arrived at, by which the Sisters 
of the Atonement be not evicted from the 
Convent built by themselves and twice 
added to at large expense. As the judg- 
ment now stands—the Sisters refusing to 
appeal the same for Religious reasons— 
they will in a few days be forced to leave 
the home so dear to them, built by their 
own efforts and, with the exception of six 
hundred dollars ($600.00), by the money 
gifts of Roman Catholic citizens. 

If agreeable to all parties, we would sug- 
gest some such settlement as the following: 
The Sisters to pay to the Plaintiffs in_the 
suit the sum of two thousand dollars 
($2,000.00), being a valuation or rebate as 
follows: ! 

One thousand dollars ($1,000.00) for the 
¥Y% of an acre of ground, with its Church 
and open shed, that is the property in its 
unimproved condition when the Sisters 
were asked by the Trustees to take over its 
charge and build their Convent thereon; 
also six hundred dollars ($600.00) being 
the amount of a gift from Miss Elliot 
toward the building of the original Convent, 
and lastly four hundred dollars ($400.00), 
which is interest at 5 per cent on the valu- 
ation of the property one thousand dollars 
($1,000.00) for the eight years the Sisters 
have been in possession as Catholics. 

In return for the above payment the Sis- 
ters should, of course, receive from the 
Trustees, and also the Gray heirs, as clear 
a title as possible, and the good will of both 
parties just named, for their future peace- 
able possession. 

As a precedent for some such settlement 
as that suggested above, we would respect- 
fully cite the recent case of the English 
Benedictine Fathers of Caldey Island,South 
Wales, who, upon becoming Catholics, were 
permitted by an Anglican Committee of 
Settlement, headed by Lord Halifax, to 
retain their island property upon the pay- 
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ment of a sum of money agreed upon, and 
this without any litigation.* 





*We have since learned from the Lord Abbot 
of Caldey, who is now in this country, that the 
above citation of a similarity is erroneous insofar 
as the ownership of the Island of Caldey was 
concerned, the title deed being in the name of 
the Monks. There was, however, a financial 
settlement presided over by Lord Halifax.

SAND BEFORE NEW 
YEAR’S DAY 


Last February we set as the goal for the 
Self Denial Week Offering of the U. N. 
B. L. the sum of Twenty-five Thousand 
Dollars. That amount was far from being 
reached during the Self Denial Week, but 
month by month we have been slowly but 
steadily climbing towards the attainment of 
that goal. The total of all contributions 
from Mid-Lent Sunday, March 18th, until 
December 1st was $23,894.36. 

In order to complete the whole sum of 
$25,000 before the first day of January, 
1918, it is necessary that the contributions 
for December shall total $1,105.64. As the 
contributions for November were $1,500,

other letter to be added to the huge pile of 
applications for motorbikes. Well, it isn’t, 
Rev. dear Father, for being a stranger and 
a foreigner besides and coming from Hol- 
land, my poor stricken and cornered coun- 
try, my first begging letter must be very 
moderate. 

“It is this: if you. could manage to get 
me a camera to take photos of our different 
positions, fortifications and trenches, I 
would . . . yes, I would be immensely 
obliged to you and will promise to send you 
pictures from our different fronts. As Iam 
an intruder, I might as well tell you who 
moved me to have recourse to you after my 
failure in my own native country. It was 
Father Rogan, who is on a month’s sick 


of St. Thomas, the apostle of India—so far 
none in our diocese—for the benefit of my 
poor, helpless people. I also sent the esti- 
mate as $1,000 for church, house and sine 
qua non necessaries. I have been crying to 
the pitch of my voice from last year and 
the year before, and thus far the donation 
I have received in cash and Mass intentions 
is only $150. Your last remittance was in 
February. Ever since a total lull, a perfect 
full stop. 

With sanguine hopes that my repeated 
cries to the generous American friends in 
Jesus would certainly be responded to, I 
started the work of building. The walls of 
the body are almost up and the door and 
window posts are attached. Some generous 
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souls gave me some tiles, but for want of 
timber and not being able to raise the 
verandas for lack of funds, the roof could 
not be set and the whole work has to be 
suspended. 

Some cajans and grass have been placed 
just to protect the wails from the merciless 
rain. The door and window posts have al- 
ready been cracked on account of the burn- 
ing sun in the hot season. 

You can not realize what deep anxiety I 
feel to leave the building in this incomplete 
state. This monsoon the walls are wet 
through and through and threaten a col- 
lapse. A few layers of stones from the top 
have already been thrown down by the 
storm.

His Grace, Monsignor Morel, Archbishop 
of Pondicherry, India, introduces to us 
Father E. Loubiére, Missionary Apostolic, 
St. Mary’s Home, Cuddalore, N. T., India, 
in the following words: 


Please allow me to recommend Father 
Loubiére’s letter to your kind consideration, 

During the last twenty years he has been 
working, heart and soul, in Cuddalore, 
spending his personal resources for the 
cause of Indian education. 


Father Loubiére’s letter follows. We 
publish it in hope that some pastor among 
our readers will forward sufficient Mass 
Intentions to cover the amount’this zealous 
missionary asks for. 


Perhaps you would consider my case as 
coming within the scope of the Union That 
Nothing Be Lost. Let me state it briefly. 

I have charge of what I may conscien- 
tiously call a very important school for the 
children of high-caste Indians in the town 
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of Cuddalore (Mission of Pondicherry). 
Lately it became imperative for me to bor- 
row some money for the development of 
the said school. I am to pay back $167 a 
year for a period of seven years. If the 
U.N. B. L. could, at least this year, assign 
me $167 for that purpose, I would under- 
take to say 167 Masses within twelve 
months from the present date for whatever 
intention you would notify me of in due 
course, 


Father Calixte Gélinas, O.F.M., Apos- 
tolic Missionary, stationed at Asahigawa- 
Hokkaido, Japan, introduces himself to the 
Readers of Tue Lamp in the following 
letter from the Empire of the Rising Sun: 


You have surely heard about the new 
Apostolic Prefecture of Sapporo in Japan, 
canonically erected there barely two years. 
As soon as this Prefecture was established 
it was committed to the care of the Fran- 
ciscan Order. Then the war had just begun. 

Since this moment, thanks be to God, we 
have been able to live and to sustain the 
works yet begun before the establishment 
of the new Prefecture, but, alas! we see at 
our side the Protestants establishing chari- 
ties, building schools, dealing out books of 
all kinds and working in different ways to 
spread their errors and to give a bad idea of 
the true Religion of Our Lord. 

There are ten years and more since we 
Franciscan Fathers were first called to 
Japan in order to establish schools and 
spread, by this means, the Gospel spirit, 
Our Lord’s Faith. At first, stopped by difi- 
culties common to all new missionaries— 
that is, language study, first foundations, 
organization, insufficient help; secondly, we 
have had to suffer from the war. But to- 
day, for the first time, we come and implore 
the protection of your generosity to help us 
to hire Japanese auxiliaries, to spread 
abroad Catholic books, and especially to 
help us in establishing as soon as possible a 
Catholic middle school (till now there is not 
one in the north of Japan). 
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You know that Japan is even now the 
intellectual head of the Far East, and for 
this reason everybody here reads books and 
tries to learn by reading all that they can 
pick up—newspapers, novels, reviews, books 
and so on. 

Please help us to spread the true science 
of Catholicism. 


SUMMER HOME FOR FRANCISCAN 
SISTERS 


We are glad to report this month a con- 
siderable addition to the fund for the erec- 
tion of a modest bungalow in the country 
for the hard-working teaching Sisters of 
St. Francis in the Bronx. This fund was 
inaugurated by Mr. James J. O’Brien, a 
member of the Third Order of St. Francis, 
residing in New York, and was introduced 
to the attention of our Readers by a letter 
from him in the October Lamp, from which

great poverty, to spend their summers in the 
city. Knowing your great charity and the 
amount of good accomplished by Tue 
Lamp, I respectfully ask you to appeal to 
its Readers to aid in building a summer 
bungalow for the poor Sisters. Two thou- 
sand dollars will build a home large enough 
for twenty people. I spent my vacation this 
year in a little town where there is a Fran- 
ciscan church and a resident priest; and I 
mentioned the above matter to the Rev. 
Pastor. He was enthusiastic about the idea 
and volunteered at once to give the neces- 
sary ground for the home, and even went a 
step further and promised to dismantle the 
unused barn on the place belonging to the 
parish, and turn over whatever timbers 
were of any use for the new building.”

tian stations, which are scattered over wide, 
immense spaces. When he has performed 
this duty, there is no spare time to attend 
other duties. To care for the infidels is an 
impossibility. He receives such catechu- 
mens as spontaneously call to him, but he is 
not in a position to go out to meet them. 
If in our Korea, washed over and over 
with the blood of so many martyrs, we had 
plenty of priests, the bulk of the population 
would undoubtedly come over to the 
Church. Such an anticipation I do not 
think too sanguine, since the only reason 
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why Koreans do not convert is that they 
never heard anything about tlie true re- 
ligion. That is strictly true for the im- 
mense part of them. 

Can you give us priests? 

Please think of it!) The native clergy I 
have already are fully adequate to their 
duty. Also, amongst our young Koreans, 
most of which have flowing in their veins 
the blood of ancient martyrs, there are nu- 
merous vocations. If I cannot make them 
priests of Christ, it is only for want of the 
income that would enable me to cover the 
expenses of their 12 years’ training for the 
priesthood. 

Could you not adopt one of them? 

By giving once $700—no more is actually 
required in Taikou—you may establish a 
burse or Perpetual Scholarship, and thus 
become the Father Adoptive not of one 
priest only, but of a whole lineage of priests. 
Will this indeed not appeal to you? For 
all time a priest would take your place here, 
would pray for you and your beloved ones, 
perhaps will compensate what you yourself 
regret to have neglected in the service of 
the Divine Master. He will stay with you 
in correspondence by letters, will be your 
son, here and in heaven. Is a burse a too 
heavy burden for you, can you only engage 
to bestow during 12 years $50 a year in 
that work, and you will bring a young 
Korean to the priesthood. 

At least, will you not assist us with some 
cups of rice, with some yards of shirtings 
or clothing? 

Small alms flowing together will grow to 
a bigger sum and allow me to train one 
priest more for God’s work. Could you but 
see how the heart of a missionary Bishop 
is bleeding! Here the crop lies before us, 
large, white, ripening; there we have souls 
of youth, longing for chastity, for self- 
offering. My missionaries, crushed dewn 
by a too heavy labor, beseech me to prepare 
for them helpers in the holy work. And I 
have none to send in that harvest! Thou- 
sands and thousands of sotils would be 


saved from hell if the money spent in other 
places uselessly were to be devoted here to 
the training of would-be priests! 

The King of the Apostles is speaking to 
you through my mouth. Please think it 
over and over. Whatever you will do for 
this essential work I will thank you for, in 
His name. And even now in His name I 
give you my most cordial blessing.

“In the morning, after good Mother 
Marie rings the rising bell, it was edifying 
to hear the Morning Offering to the Sacred 
Heart of Jesus. The children ali attend 
daily Mass, recite in common the Rosary, 
and assist at Benediction after Mass. 

“The girls looked neat in their pink plaid 
dresses and blue aprons. Mother Marie is 
the most devoted Religious having charge 
over children I have ever seen. During my 
visit I did not see one unruly boy or girl 
in the Mission. The girls are never absent 
from the care of Mother Marie. Day and 
night this good Ursuline spends herself for 
the Indian children committed to her care. 
After the hush of the evening prayer bell, 
her charges asleep, at the foot of the Altar 
in the silence of the night kneels this de- 
voted Nun, praying for the souls of the 
Indian children.

we reproduce below. After reading her 
beautifully written and most appealing let- 
ter, we do not doubt thut vuv Readers will 
see that her coal bill is provided for until 
the spring zephyrs blow softly over Chefoo 
again. 

I have duly received your draft and it is 
with the deepest gratitude that I hasten to 
reply and tender our most heartfelt thanks 
both to you, Very Reverend Father, as also 
to the dear Readers of THE Lamp, -who at 
the same time are our most generous Bene- 
factors. Whatever words my pen would 
write, it will ever fail to express our warm 
and profound appreciation of your noble 
and generous charity. It is, as I have said 
before, when the need is greatest that char- 
ity and kindness are most appreciated. In 
these hard times, when every one is feeling 
the rebound of this terrible war, the mis- 
sions must of necessity feel it most of all, 
were it not for the all-loving Hand of Our 
Heavenly Father, who keeps our heads 
above water through the means of His 
charitable children of the Church, above all 
of our dear American Catholics. 

If it were not for the alms from America 
many of our works would inevitably fall to 
the ground. One must be here to realize

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the difficulties that are our daily lot. It 
would seem, humanly speaking, that noth- 
ing is in our favor. With the Mexican 
dollar being at such a high rate, provisions 
and stores are at an exorbitant price; again 
the winter is upon us, with its long term 
of ice and cold. Our little ones and our 
poor must be kept warm, even if we are 
deprived, because we cannot add to their 
misery, poor things! And what will be the 
price of coal this year? God alone knows. 
Last year it cost us $48.00 per month for 
coal. In January we were in despair how 
to meet the payment (in China you cannot 
buy on credit), when by the invisible hand 
of Divine Providence came to our assist- 
ance at the last moment aid from our 
beloved American Catholics. Indeed, it 
seemed almost miraculous. Will it be the 
same this year? I have confidence that my 
friends will not fail us. 

This summer many of our little orphans 
were ill with smallpox, but thanks to God 
only three or four of the children died. It 
so often happens that we receive a whole 
family, who are starving, into the institu- 
tion, and after two or three days a disease 
of some kind or other develops and before 
we are aware of it the contagion ‘is propa- 
gated in spite of all the precautions we en- 
deavor to take. 

On the other hand, several of our girls 
have been married this year and are most 
happy in their new sphere of life. Of 
course it is we who must provide the outfit 
for the new bride, as in most cases the chil- 
dren know no other mothers than ourselves. 
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When they are in any difficulty or sorrow 
they always come to us to seek consolation 
and help. 

So you see, dear Readers, on ‘every side 
we need means and support for our work. 
The Chinese are such a simple, docile peo- 
ple that they cannot understand that you 
have not the means to help them. Their 
idea is, if you are foreign*you must be rich. 
Alas! it is far from true—at least, for the 
Catholic missionary. Therefore, if the 
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and His Immaculate Mother will inspire 
you all to see the necessity of helping the 
Missions and give you the grace to con- 
tinue to help us more and more. Jn heaven 
it will be returned to you a hundredfold. 
May God bless you all, dear Readers, and 
accept the most profound and _ heartfelt 
thanks from a heart which is truly grateful 
for the charity, generosity and noble kind- 
ness shown by you ali for our poor orphans, 
lepers, sick and infirm.

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A CHAPLAIN IN THE GREAT WAR 


The Experiences of a Young French Priest 
Who, at the Outbreak of the War, Left 
His Quiet Parish Post to Lend 
His Services on the Battlefield 
By the Aspe Patrick FLYNN 


I have been at the front, I come from the 
front, and, when I say the front, I do not 
mean ten or fifteen miles back from the 
front, in large cities. I mean the first-line 
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tainly hard, but I am glad to have been 
there. 

Before going to Verdun I was stationed 
at Arras six or seven months—Arras with 
its beautiful Cathedral falling to pieces! 
When we walked through the aisles—or 
what once were aisles—of the Cathedral we 
were always afraid lest some huge stone 
would become dislodged and fall upon our 
heads and crush us. One can pick up frag- 
ments of stained glass all over.

A FIELD MASS

trenches. I have been in the trenches al- 
most two years, only a few hundred yards 
from the German lines, in first-aid stations. 
I was at Verdun for five or six months, 
and five or six months at Verdun is a very 
long time. You can hardly imagine how 
long even a week is at Verdun. When we 
were called, I remember the Staff Officer 
told us, “Leave your horses, your baggage, 
behind. You cannot stay more than twenty- 
one days at the most. So come just as you 
are.” We came just as we were, and we 
stayed five or six months. And it was cer- 


But indeed when I came to Verdun I saw 
much worse. Verdun was terrible, not only 
on account of the roaring of cannon all day 
long and all through the night, but on ac- 
count of the terrible dangers encountered 
on all sides. I have helped many soldiers to 
die, most of whom were shot by rifles, the 
bullet making so small a hole it could barely 
be seen; but too often the soldier has been 
hit by high-explosive shells. Then, indeed, 
it is piteous. Well do { remember one day 
they brought in on a stretcher a man who 
had been wounded; they said they did not 
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know whether he was dead or wounded, but 
brought him in as quickly as they could. I 
uncovered the body to see where the wound 
lay, and disclosed a headless body. Another 
time I was trying to help one of those poor 
wounded men off the stretcher to carry him 
to the ambulance, and found that he had no 
legs—just his uniform, but no legs. 

I have often been asked by soldiers, 
“What is the doctrine of the Church on 
war? How is it that the priest blesses sol- 
diers that are going to kill each other?” 
The doctrine of the Church is not of war 
but of peace. The Church is for peace, 
but the Church knows that as long as there 
are men, as long as there are passions in 
men, war will be inevitable; and so when a 
war is declared, when a just war is to be 
fought, then the Church comes and says, 
“Do your duty in war, but try to lessen, 
to soothe, the calamities of war.” Then 
the Church sends priests with those who 
are going to fight, to encourage them, and 
asks every one to do his duty toward those 
who are out there fighting for a just cause. 
That is the doctrine of the Church. 

At first sight it would seem that the war 
has been the ruin of Catholicity in France 
and Belgium. Some who think that France 
before the outbreak of hostilities was athe- 
istic and incredulous will say and believe 
that no religion will be felt after the war. 
This is a great error. At first sight, indeed, 
seeing the churches bombarded, seeing 
priests killed by hundreds—I cannot tell 
how many have been killed in the war al- 
ready, but every one knows that between 
twenty and thirty thousand priests of dif- 
ferent orders are at war at present—one 
could understand such a point of view. 

But such a viewpoint is entirely errone- 
ous and false as judged by my experience 
in the war. Before the war the Catholic 
religion had been growing in France. 
There had been for the last ten, twelve, 
fifteen years or even more, a Catholic revi- 
val in France. And this war has increased 
this revival and brought out the true re- 


ligious feeling of the nation, so that after 
the war religion will have-a new strength 
and a new spirit. For war has certainly 
increased religion and devotion in France. 


Tue CaLtm BEFORE THE STORM 


I remember the beginning of the war. 
At that time I was on a short holiday in a 
little village in Brittany, a most interesting 
spot and restful for all those who live in 
busy cities. At that time I did not dream 
for a moment that war would break out in 
a few weeks, and I was like countless

others, for nobody in*France believed it. 
One day while sailing near Brest—one of 
the great harbors that could protect a whole 
fleet if necessary—with a member of the 
French Foreign Office, a man who ought 
to know something about foreign matters, 
I remember him pointing to a man-of-war 
in the harbor. (The man-of-war was La 
France, which later carried M. Poincaré on 
a visit to Petrograd.) Said my friend, 
“What is the use of such a waste of money 
and men in building ships for a nation that 
would never dream of declaring war?” 
And this only a few days before war was 
declared! We were not preparing for war, 
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because we never thought war would be 
declared on us. However, when I knew 


* from advance information from a private 


source that Austria-Hungary would declare 
war, I hurried home. A few days later 
came the posting of bills, and we knew that 
a general mobilization had been decreed. 
Then all of a sudden crowds came into 
my little church, not nervous but quiet and 
decided, full of faith and prayer. They 
came at all hours and all day long, and some 
churches could not be closed for several 
nights, so many people were there. In the 


_ morning on Sunday, at High Mass, I went 


up into the pulpit as was my custom every 
morning. I told my parishioners that I con- 
sidered it my duty to leave; their husbands, 
their brothers, fathers, their children, were 
going to war; some were destined to fall in 
battle, and I considered that I could be 
more useful there at the front; I felt it my 
duty to go and help them and console and 
comfort them. I felt that I must be the 
father in fact as well as in name of those 
who had left their home to go and fight, 
and I am sure that my beloved flock under- 
stood my feelings. 

So I went to war, thinking I would be 
sent to the front at once, but it was several 
months before I finally reached there. The 
number of priests who volunteered as chap- 
lains was so great that they could not all 
be admitted at once. Hundreds and thou- 
sands flocked to the army, not to be officers, 
but just to be permitted to go to the front 
and help serve the wounded and dying. 

After a few months I was allowed to go 
to the front. I must say that the army 
corps in which I was serving was not con- 
sidered one of the best in France; far from 
it. When I was about to leave Paris, my 
friends said: “Indeed, it is a good thing 
for you to go there. The French Govern- 
ment was very wise to send a chaplain to 
that army corps; they certainly need one 
badly.” Yet in that army corps I have 
helped hundreds and thousands to die, and 
not one, I say not one, has ever refused 
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the sacraments I was offering. Some of 
them were unconscious—I cannot say for 
them—but all who were conscious accepted 
all that I offered as a priest and thanked 
me for it. 

We have Mass in the trenches, and Mass 
in the trenches is one of the most devo- 
tional things I know of in the world. We 
dig a little hole, and erect a little shelter 
overhead to protect the altar. We carry 
with us everything necessary to say Mass. 
The priest’s robe, the altar cover, the 
chalice, the book, the candles and candle- 
sticks, the cross, etc., all are fitted into a 
wooden box 18 x 12 x 12 inches. The offi- 
cers and soldiers will line up against the 
walls of the trench, hiding as much as they 
can, and if an enemy airplane is sighted, 
every one has to disappear for a few min- 
utes while the airplane hovers above—then 
Mass recommences. What faith, what 
piety, in hearing Mass under such condi- 
tions! 

I have said Christmas Mass often in my 
life, but never have I said such a devotional 
Christmas Mass as on last Christmas. The 
first Mass was in a trench, a sort of dugout, 
with just room for the altar, and lined up 
against the walls were the soldiers and offi- 
cers who had all come to confession the day 
before. When I turned, at the Gospel, to 
speak to them, it reminded me of the Grotto 
at Bethlehem. Never had we celebrated 
Christmas so well as on that night, with 
only a couple of candles to give a feeble 
light. 

The second Mass (the Catholic priest is 
required to say three Masses on Christmas) 
I said in a sort of hut covered with branches 
for fear of being seen by army airplanes. 
It was very cold, so cold indeed that my 
fingers became numbed, but the soldiers 
stood throughout the Mass without moving, 
as if quite comfortable. The third Mass 
I said between two big guns. One had ex- 
ploded the day before, fortunately not in- 
juring many. The wind was so high that 
I had to keep my fingers on the Host for 
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fear it would blow away. Still one felt 
that it was Christmas. 

After Mass I went up with one of the 
officers and ate my Christmas dinner with 
him out of a tin box. He spoke of his 
mother, he spoke of his sister, and he said 
that Christmas was not Christmas so far 
from home. I did my best to cheer him 
that lonely Christmas Day. 

I remember one day a Colonel and a 
Captain, attending Mass in a trench, were 
shot by the same shell. Do you know what 
was left of the Colonel, one of_the best and 
bravest of men? We found just a piece 
of his arm, not larger than my hand, and 
of the Captain just a leg. We put the relics 
together very carefully in a small coffin no 
larger than a child’s coffin, and buried them. 

Not only in the trenches but behind the 
trenches we have Mass for the soldiers, and 
when we can gather them into a church they 
come in crowds, for anything, even for the 
recital of the rosary. I managed to have 
the rosary said evéry day for six months, 
for I knew the soldiers would be there, and 
knew that if I failed to get there the sol- 
diers would say it without me. 

And I am only one of hundreds and thou- 
sands of chaplains in the French army. 
Their example of charity, kindness, and 
heroism has been of great help in making 
soldiers come back to their faith.

A MESSAGE FROM MR. HOOVER 

The Honorable Herbert Hoover, Federal 
Food Administrator, makes the following 
announcement : 

The harvest is now in hand, and we can 
measure the world’s food resources. 

The available supplies this harvest year 
are less than last year; the demand upon us 
is greater than last year, and from the last 
harvest we exported more than we could 
really afford. We can only meet the call 
upon us next year by savings and by sub- 
stitution of commodities which cannot be 
transported. 


The Allies are our tirst line of deterse. 
They must be fed, and food will win the 
war. All Europe is on rations or restricted 
supplies. Only in our own country is each 
one permitted to judge for himself the duty 
he owes his country in food consumption, 
although the world depends upon us to 
guard and provide its food supply. 

This is a duty of necessity, humanity and 
honor. As a free people we have elected 
to discharge this duty, not under autocratic 
decree, but without other restraint than the 
guidance of individual conscience. On the 
success of this unprecedented adventure in 
democracy will largely be staked the issue 
of the war. 

We are asking every householder, every 
hotel, restaurant and dealer in foodstuffs in 
the nation to.become a member of the Food 
Administration for conservation, and to 
pledge themselves to follow, in so far as 
circumstances permit, the suggestions that 
will be offered from time to time as to 
measures of food savings. 

For us there is no threat of privation. 
We wish only that our people should eat 
plenty, but wisely and without waste. Wis- 
dom in eating is to make possible such 
adjustments in our food consumption, ship- 
ping and war necessities as will allow us to 
fulfil our duty in exports to the Allies. By 
elimination of waste we serve ourselves 
economically and morally. 

I therefore appeal to the churches and to 
the schools for their assistance in this cru- 
sade; to all the organizations for defense, 
local and national ; to all the agencies, com- 
mercial, social and civic, that they join the 
Administration in this work for the funda- 
mental safety of the Nation.

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CHURCH UNITY IN THE LIGHT OF 
THE PRESENT WORLD WAR

Epitor’s Note: For several months noth- 
ing has appeared in Tue Lamp from the 
pen of “E. H.,” the writer of “Conferences 
with Our Separated Brethren.” Many of 
our Readers must have speculated as to the 
reason why. We are now at liberty to tell 
you how this series of papers came suddenly 
to an end, and in the telling we will begin 
by saying that “E. H.” stands for the Rev. 
Edward Hawks, one of the Episcopalian 
clergy who made their submission to the 
Chair of Peter in company with Dr. Wil- 
liam McGarvey, of Philadelphia, some ten 
years ago. Until this summer he was one 
of the priests attached to St. Edward’s 
Church, Philadelphia. Owing to ihe en- 
trance of America into the war, and being 
by birth an Englishman, he volunteered to 
go to the front with the Canadian troops 
as a chaplain in the British army, and 
his application was promptly accepted by 
Bishop Fallon, of London, the Chaplain 
General of the Canadian forces, and after 
a short stay in Canada he sailed for Eng- 
land. In September he wrote to the Editor 
of Tue Lamp, from Brighton, a very inter- 
esting letter, from which we give the fol- 
lowing brief extract: “No doubt you are 
wondering where I am. I am still in Eng- 
land in charge of a military hospital, await- 
ing my turn at the front. I am in a private 
billet near the hospital, in which there are 
two thousand patients straight from the 
battlefield. Brighton is full of ritualism 
and converts. Never saw such a place. 
Ex-parsons as thick as cabbages. “Cath- 
olic” churches and Catholic churches by the 
score. . . . Catholicism is going to come 


out of this struggle strong and free. A 
great Catholic Church will spring up in 
Russia. A Polish Catholic Republic will be 
one of the new powers.” We have already 
reprinted in this issue an Editorial on the 
war and the Church Unity Octave from the 
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November Lamp of 1914, and now from 
the same issue we propose to reproduce 
Father Hawks’ “Conference” on the same 
subject in the same issue. Three years of 
the terrible conflict only emphasizes the 
truth of his trenchant words. 


Our Lord’s Prayer, “Ut omnes unum 
sint,” ought to find a more impassioned and 
fervent “Amen” welling up from every be- 
liever’s heart in the presence of the hell 
of war now let loose over half of the civil- 
ized world. Since the so-called Reforma- 
tion we have seen the sovereignty of the 
State more and more exalted, until it has 
become the great popular idol. The horrors 
of these times remind us of the reference 
of St. Paul to the second coming of our 
Lord in his 2d Epistle to the Thessalonians, 
in which he cautions the Christians of his 
day against being “terrified, as if the day of 
the Lord were at hand.” 

“Let no man deceive you,” he writes, for 
it was necessary first there should “come a 
revolt and the Man of Sin be revealed, the 
Son of Perdition, who opposeth, and is 
lifted up above all that is called God, or 
that is worshipped, so that he sitteth in the 
temple of God, showing himself as if he 
were God.” (II Thess. 2, 2-4.) 

Right is right. Human efficiency is the 
highest virtue. Even those who are still 
faithful to religious ideals seal their lips 
when it comes to a question of politics. 
They, too, seem to regard the State as above 
all religion, as though the application of 
supernatural principles to the affairs of 
government was altogether too ridiculous to 
be expected. And yet so many people won- 
der why we have wars! In the face of the 
Present gigantic struggle in Europe, the 
Christian world hangs its head and has 
nothing to say. . 

With a divided Christendom the authori- 
tative Voice of God seems lost. The mo- 
ment it is heard the shout of “Clericalism” 
is raised and the unreasoning masses cling 
to their State idolatry ; the cure-all of every 
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evil is the attempt to perfect the system of 
government without having any standard of 
perfection. Socialism on the one hand, and 
Imperialism on the other, are erecting the 
State into an object of supreme veneration. 


A Direct OutcoME oF PAGAN PRINCIPLES 

Surely this present war is the direct out- 
come of the heathen principles that are 
adhered to more or less by all the modern 
governments. Listen to the famous writer 
Treitschke (“Politik i. Sec. 3 and ii. Sec. 
28): “The end all and be all of a State is 
power, and he who is not man enough to 
look this truth in the face should not med- 
dle with politics.” Again the distinguished 
General von Bernhardi, writing some years 
ago, tells us that: 

“The State’s highest moral duty is to 
increase its power (English translation, p. 
46) .. . it is the first and foremost duty 
of the State” (p. 47) . “amongst all 
political sins, the sin of feeblenese is the 
most contemptible; it is the political sin 
against the Holy Ghost” (p. 47). “Recog- 
nized rights are, of course, often violated 
by political action; they are of human 
origin, and therefore imperfect and variable 
(p. 49). The weak nation is not to have 
the same right to live as the powerful and 
vigorous nation (p. 34). The acts of the 
State cannot be judged by the standard of 
individual morality. The morality of the 
State must be developed out of its own 
peculiar essence (p. 45). It has never been 
satisfactorily decided how far, for political 
objects moral in themselves, means may be 
employed which must be regarded as repre- 
hensible in the individual” (p. 47). 


~~ NapoLeon’s Maxim VoICcED BY THE 
STATE 
The sum total of this philosophy is this: 
“The State is above all law.” It is a law 


unto itself—nothing can control its actions 
because “the State is the highest conception 
in the wide community of man . . . it 
cannot sacrifice itself to something higher, 
for self-preservation is the highest ideal of 
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a State” (p. 46). Is it any wonder that 
in the face of this philosophy we are as- 
sured that war is a biological necessity of 
the first importance and the greatest factor 
in the furtherance of civilization? Is not 
all this the nemesis of the Protestant up- 
heaval? Is it not the ultimate defiance of 
any obedience to the laws of God? 

It is not fair to brand such doctrines as 
the product of any one nation. This athe- 
istic system of thought underlies every 
modern form of government—whether in 
Europe or America. All the Christian sen- 
timent of all the churches of the world is 
swept away before it. No wonder men are 
asking one another if Christianity is a fail- 
ure. It certainly has failed in one respect 
in these latter days. It has failed to Chris- 
tianize the governments of the world, 

It once held them in its grasp, but they 
have slipped away. We shall never have 
peace until they are conquered once more. 
Let us be under no delusion. For four 
hundred years Christendom has been at 
best an armed camp. It was not so always. 
Once on a time huge armaments were not 
destined for the destruction of fellow 
Christians—they were for the infidel or the 
heretic. This object was the preservation 
of Christian peace. Side by side the knights 
of old of every Christian nation shed their 
blood, not for commerce nor the acquisition 
of power, but for the preservation of re- 
ligion and justice. Of course there were 
plenty of family jars amongst Christian 
nationalities even then, but such is to be 
expected amongst human beings. No one, 
however, preached the sanctity of mere 
power, or the right of conquest for its own 
sake. 


IMPOSSIBLE BEFORE LUTHER 


A war such as the present one would have 
been impossible during the thousand years 
before the time of Martin Luther. Since 
then has come the rise of national religions 
which fomented an exaggerated sense of 
national independence. Leaving out the 
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Russian national religion, which is older, 
we have since had the rise of Lutheranism, 
Anglicanism and Gallicanism. These have 
robbed the Church of her power df arbitra- 
tion; and have left us with mutually op- 
posed nationalities which have each been 
running their course towards moral disaster. 
Between these great powers has developed a 
race hatred in which all sense of brother- 
hood has been lost. Even the religious 
ideals that once excused their mutual 
antagonism have long since lost any real 
power. The law of force has become 
supreme. 

The power of religion has waned with the 
loss of its sense of universality. When re- 
ligious anarchy became a settled condition, 
then returned the heathen philosophies that 
justified its existence. Religion is now the 
private affair of individuals rather than the 
very life of civilization. One by one the 
so-called Christian governments have ended 
the farce of establishing a religion by whose 
principles they are nd longer guided and the 
modern State, in spite of its deference to 
the prejudices of its subjects, is practically 
atheistic. The lost ideal of a united Chris- 
tendom is to be replaced by a triumphant 
Imperialism which. will push weaker nations 
to the wall, or by a universal communism 
which is to eliminate the dangers of compe- 
tition by removing all the rewards of effort. 
Both of these tendencies betray the attempt 
to restore the world to a unity which the 
anarchy of the past has destroyed. 

Such efforts can never succeed in accom- 
plishing anything but endless war, for the 
means to be employed in destroying the 
anarchy of national competition are them- 
selves anarchistic. 

The human race cries aloud for a reali- 
zation of its brotherhood. Its collective 


instinct demands a unification. 

Whilst making war, which it can hardly 
avoid, it shouts out that all it wants is peace. 
What is to be done? 

Catholics surely can have no doubt as to 
the solution of the present difficulties. The 


spiritual must rule the temporal. The Law 
of God must be supreme. Whether in peace 
or in war the State must obey the Ten 
Commandments. Enduring peace can only 
come through a Christianity which can as- 
sert itself with a voice that is always con- 
sistent. 

Surely the See of Peter was never more 
needed than now. When Christendom is 
ready to listen to the voice of the Apostolic 
See, then we may be assured of a lasting 
peace. Will such a golden age ever return? 
It will return with a universal recognition 
of God. This recognition will not be ef- 
fective without a Church to represent His 
authority which is itself effective and uni- 
versal. 

Meanwhile the present situation is by no 
means a proof that Christianity itself has 
failed. Rather, it proves that civilization is 
always in danger of a relapse into paganism 
just so far as it rejects Christianity. We 
have, at the present hour, a terrible proof 
of the cruel stab that Protestantism made 
into the heart of Christendom. But the 
authority of and the need for the See of 
Peter is becoming daily more evident. In 
this lies the hope of the future. 
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It is, of course, no news to readers of 
Tue Lamp that there is in a section of the 
Anglican body a deep and sincere devotion 
to Our Blessed Lady. It is gaining strength 
and impetus in a phenomenal degree and 
we must thank God for it. England was 
“Mary’s dowry” once and England will be 
again. 

The English Church Times, in its column 
entitled The Editor's Table, gives us this: 
ALL GENERATIONS 

Some of the battles of the great days of the 
Catholic Revival seem very old and far away 
now. It is hardly conceivable that only a few 
years ago the practice of prayer for the de- 
parted met frequently with determined hos- 
tility. After three years of war it seems prac- 
tically to all to be a pious duty, and in the 
prayers put out by authority to be used last 
Sunday there was included a definite inter- 
cession for the fallen. A similar swift and 
gratifying change seems to be taking place 
with regard to the honor paid to the Blessed 
Virgin. After many years of neglect Mary is 
coming to her own again. Her festivals are 
being observed in a more fitting way; images 
of her are beginning to appear in churches 
with greater frequency, and the Angelus is 
sounded now by the bells of many churches. 
All this seems to mark the disappearance of 

an old and bitter prejudice. 

How bitter this prejudice was it would be 
almost impossible to exaggerate. Starting 





with the postulate that Rome paid far too 
much honor to our Lady, Protestantism de- 
termined to give none at all. The Mother of 
God was simply ignored. In many churches 
and, we suppose, in most chapels her name 
was practically never mentioned. Even in the 
Church of England, whose Kalendar contains 
the titles of five feasts of the Blessed Virgin, 
including that of the Conception, this neglect 
was common. With questionable loyalty, not 
a few clergymen have avoided the observance 
of these feasts, and, indeed, have often ex- 
claimed at the disloyalty of other clergymen 
who perhaps have said, without episcopal 
sanction, a “Hail Mary” in church, or sung 
Vespers of the Blessed Virgin. Truly, a 
startling example of the mote and the beam. 
Even the title, “Our Lady,” notwithstanding 
its Prayer Book warrant, was often objected 
to. But no one objected to “Our Most 
gracious Sovereign Lady, Queen Victoria.” 

But things are changing now. It may be 
partly due to our greater appreciation of the 
worth of Continental religion. Few could be 
found now to argue like George Borrow with 
regard to the “bigoted Papists” of the Spanish 
peninsula: “I, therefore, when they told me 
they were Christians, denied the possibility 
of their being so.” Or it may be another 
example of that Russian or Orthodox influence 
which has worked so quietly and powerfully 
in the last three years, and of which the latest 
instance was the appearance of Fr. Velimirovic 
in the pulpit of St. Paul’s. Still we are in- 
clined to think that the real cause is some- 
thing different, and is to be found in the fact 
that the love of Mary is a natural instinct in 
the Christian soul and cannot be permanently 
suppressed. Especially in days of war, when 
many of the old battle-cries of the past seem 
so meaningless, the thought of the mater 
dolorosa exercises an invincible attraction for 
other desolate women through whose hearts 
also a sword has pierced. 


And this too:

On Saturday last the Churchpeople of 
Streatham, and especially those in sympathy 
with the movement, had the pleasure of wel- 
coming the members cf the Leaghe of Our 
Lady.

CHIVALRY 


In these times of carnage and horror, it was 
perhaps fitting that our thoughts that day— 
the birthday of our Lady—should be brought 
back again to a remembrance of that which 
is one of the greatest attributes of the 
Christian soul—chivalry. And we had a 
master mind to direct us. In his opening re- 
marks Mr. Russell said that, speaking to peo- 
ple who were assembled on the birthday of 
our Blessed Lady, it was appropriate first of 
all to speak a little of the theology of the 
matter and then to draw some practical les- 
sons therefrom. 

To begin with, their theological foundation 
must be quite sound, and he did not think 
they could do better than go back to the very 
unfashionable Thirty-tiine Articles of Religion, 
of which the second had a perfectly clear 
statement of the fundamental theology of the 
feast they were celebrating. Reverence was 
due to Blessed Mary, and due absolutely by 
right to her who was chosen for the unique 
privilege, unique in the whole history of the 
ages, because she came to be the Mother of 
Him Who is Very and Eternal God. Most 
loyal and loving reverence was due to her on 
account of that relationship with the everlast- 
ing Son. The speaker went on to point out 
the oddness of the position of a large number 
of Evangelicals and other Churchmen in their 
failure to recognize the truth of which he had 
been speaking, and incidentally quoted Fr. 
Stanton’s piquant remark that those who were 
not Marian were very often Arian. 

It was our duty, he declared, to safeguard 
the doctrine of the Incarnation at every turn 
against the attacks on it, proceeding from 
whatever quarter. The development of So- 
cinian or Arian influence in the English 
Church was a very threatening danger, and it 
was the duty of the League and those who 
called themselves Catholics to guard what 
he termed the outposts of their holy religion 
from these insidious and insolent attacks, and 
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to make known the truth of the Incarnation 
as widely as possible. 


THE ROCK OF PETER 
Mr. H. G. Wells, speaking of the days 
that are coming very soon in England, 
says in a recent book entitled “Antici- 
pations”: 


There will be a steady decay in the various 
Protestant congregations. The rich, as a 
class, and the people of the abyss, so far as 
they move towards any existing religious 
body, will be attracted by the moral kindliness 
and picturesque organization and venerable 
tradition of the Roman Catholic Church. 

“We are only in the very beginning of a 
great Roman Catholic revival. The country 
side of the coming time will show many a 
splendid cathedral, many an elaborate monas- 
tic palace towering amidst the abounding col- 
leges and technical schools. Along the 
moving platforms of the urban center—amid 
the shining advertisements that will adorn 
them—will go the ceremonial procession, all 
glorious with banners and _ censer-bearers. 
Countless ecstatic nuns will shelter from the 
world in simple refuges of refined austerity. 
Where miracles are needed, miracles will 
occur. Except for a few queer people, 
nourished on ‘Maria Monk’ and such like anti- 
Papal pornography, I doubt if there will be 
any Protestants among the rich. But, of 
course, there will be much outspoken atheism 
and anti-religion.” 


Certainly Macaulay spoke the truth 
when facts forced from him the state- 
ment: “We find it difficult to conceive in 
what way the Catholic Church is to 
perish.” May we not add “we find it dif- 
ficult to conceive how Anglicanism can 
be prevented from ultimately finding itself 
safely landed on the Rock of Peter.”

“America belongs in a peculiar sense to 
St. Francis of Assisi. Not only were the 
first discoverers of America Franciscans, 
but they were’ also its first evangelists, and 
although Protestant colonization of North 
America is responsible for the almost total 
disappearance of the Franciscans within the 
confines of the United States for a long 
period, they are rapidly coming into their 
own again. The provinces of the Friars 
Minor, the Capuchins and the Conventuals 
everywhere in America are making giant 
strides, the Poor Clares and the other Fran- 
ciscan Sisterhoods abound more and more 
in numbers and influence, while the faithful 
layfolk are flocking into the Third Order 
Secular by the scores, the hundreds and the 
thousands wherever in fact the existence of 
the Third Order and its tremendous spirit- 
ual privileges and advantages have been 
sufficiently introduced to their attention.

Tue Story or CaLpey 
A hundred years before St. Columbkille 
established his empire of the Cross on that 
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Dissolution the Church fell into a state of 
decay; the roof became ruinous and part 
of the walls collapsed, and the chancel arch 
gave way. A hundred years ago a black- 
smith’s forge was set up just inside the 
Celtic arch for the sharpening of tools used 
in the quarries.” 

The Celtic monks who dwelt in Caldey 
in those bygone centuries were succeeded by 
Benedictines in 1120, who kept the standard 
of the “Pax” flying until the Dissolution in 
1534. Thus for a thousand years monasti- 
cism flourished on the island until the hand

“island lashed by the stormy sea of the 
Hebrides,” there appears to have been a 
monastery on Caldey Island, off the Welsh 
coast, under Piro, the first Abbott. From 
450 A. D. to 1550 the Cross of Christ was 
the standard in this chosen home of holi- 
ness, but, alas, the skies became overcast, 
the storm gathered and burst, and the ‘sacri- 
legious tyrant Henry seized the monastery 
and after that long span of time the voices 
of prayer and praise were silenced. 

A recent writer remarks that “after the 


of the despoiler laid it desolate, and sombre 
shadows overspread this once fertile spot 
of prayer and peace. 

The recent history of the island may be 
briefly stated. Some seven years ago under 
the patronage of the Church of England a 
band of zealous men took possession of 
Caldey. Their aim was to follow the Bene- 
dictine rule—to rank themselves as Bene- 
dictine monks, and, if possible, to bring 
back to its ancient splendor the glory of this 
once Benedictine home. They essayed the 
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last heroic attempt to make monasticism 
flourish under the aegis of Protestantism; 
but, as was generally presaged, it proved a 
failure. 

On the Isle of Caldey these men heard 
a voicé calling to them—it was the voice 
of God calling across the ages, and with 
humility they harkened and gave heed to 
that voice, and to-day they are numbered 
among the children of the Catholic Church. 
They have their joys and sorrows, and they 
are passing through their trials; but they 
possess a singleness of aim to become true 
children of St. Benedict. Under difficulties 
they have proved themselves soldiers of the 
Cross, content to renounce all and vowed 
to the interests of Almighty God. 

So the island of Caldey has hada varied 
history. A thousand years a flourishing 
home of monasticism; three hundred years 
deft desolate and deserted, and, once more, 
in our days, recovered for the service and 
worship of God. 

Thank God, the Matin’s bell again is 
heard and the Vesper song ascends ; the life 
of prayer and penance is resufmed and the 
people from the outer world look anxiously 
and joyfully across the waves, for they 
know that on that sea-lashed island are men 
dedicated to the service of God praying for 
a sinful world.

darlings are well and happy. Oh, Ayesha, 
my morning star, what reply can I give 
you? 

“God has so far granted health and 
strength and brought me safe, but where 
can it possibly end? We are tormented 
here by the English; no rest do we receive, 
very little food, and now our men are dying 
in thousands from disease. Discontent is 
also beginning to show itself among the 
men, and pray God to bring this all to an 
end. 

“TI can see our lovely Constantinople in 
ruins, our houses burnt to the ground, and 
children put to the sword. Nothing but 
some great favor from Aman can stop it. 

“These English are very persistent ; there 
is no fear of death for them apparently, and 
they are very cruel. They watch like wolves 
in the night, and are upon us like the sour 
(devil). Oh, why did we ever join in this 
wicked war? England was very partial to 
us in the past, and we may therefore expect 
no mercy from one we have so badly in- 
jured. 

“Ayesha, my Star of the Night, call on 
Kuku the magician, and see from him what 
my future holds, Prior to this interview 
kiss my two litthe angels’-—Tua’s and Aga’s 
—eyes, mouth, ears, hands, and feet, and 
you pray that the good God may keep me 
safe. : 

“Now, Ayesha, I must take my leave, as 
the sun is sinking and I must away to my 
devotions, in which I always pray for my 
two angels of light.

Should the answer be in 
the negative, the time limit for vacating 
the premises is December 12, so that by the 
time your Christmas Number of Tue Lamp 
reaches you the Sisters will be occupying 
Our Lady’s Hostel and the Novices will be 
quartered in the Stable with Jesus, Mary 
and Joseph. The carpenters have been very 
busy for a fortnight past and the old barn 
is going to make a very attractive Bethle- 
hem, for that is what they have already 
named the converted Stable. Even should 
the Sisters remain after all in possession of 
the dear Portiuncula, this conversion of the 
Stable into a house for humans will not 
have been a wasted expenditure, for in that 
case the Reverend Mother intends to make 
it a workroom for the Tabernacle Guild, 
where beautiful Gothic Vestments will be 
made by the Sisters, and the Clergy sup- 
plied with Altar breads and other good 
works of the Sisters of the Atonement will 
be carried on. 

Let me assure you that your many letters 
of sympathy and the alms you have so 
generously sent have been an immense con- 
solation to the Sisters. In their name I 
thank you all most sincerely. 

Once again with all the power of persua- 
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siveness I possess I urge you beyond all 
others to observe with fidelity the approach- 
ing Church Unity Octave.

We regard this 
as a splendid evidence of how deeply you 
have sympathized with the Sisters in this 
great trial and a guarantee that you will 
stand by them until they have cleared off 
the expense incurred by reason of the liti- 
gation entirely.

Tue Vision oF Bressep ExizapeTe# Mora 


To the Editor of Tue Lamp: 

Examining an old file of the Ave Maria, the 
writer has stumbled upon the following vision, 
which was published in that well-known magazine 
under date of September 28, 1907, pages 396 and 
397. It occurs in a sketch by R. F. O'Connor of 
Elizabeth Canora Mora, a Tertiary of St. Francis, 
who died in the odor of, sanctity as long ago as 
1825. A fuller life of this remarkable servant 
of God was published by Lady Herbert in 1878. 
Could the vision refer to the present war and 
what will come after? 

“The following vision produced a great sensa- 
tion in the Holy City.

Suddenly the heavens were opened, and the Apos- 
tle St. Peter descended, i pontifical vestments, 
and surrounded by a numerous troop of angelic 
spirits. With his pastoral staff he traced a large 
cross upon the ground; he touched its four ex- 
tremities, and four mysterious trees, full of 
flowers and fruit, arose. Then he opened the 
doors of all the monasteries, both of men and 
women, and returned to heaven. The four mys- 
terious trees were to serve as a place of refuge 
for all the faithful who had the happiness io 
preserve the sacred deposit of the faith during the 
cruel trial which Our Lord was about to send 
upon His Church. At the same moment the 
heavens were covered with dark clouds, and so 
violent a wind arose that both men and animals 
were filled with terror. In this horrible confusion 
men slaughtered one another; the devils them- 
selves mixed in the carnage to multiply the vic- 
tims. 

“When the divine justice was appeased by the 
effusion of so much blood and the destruction of 
the impious, the clouds which obscured the 
heavens were dispersed, and a mild ray of light 
announced to the earth the reconciliation of God 
with men. The Apostle St. Paul appeared, full 
of power and strength; he took the devils, loaded 
them with chains, and led them to the feet of the 
Prince of the Apostles. St. Peter hei2 sovercign 


power to judge them: he condemned them to be 
precipitated into the abyss, and the sentence was 
immediately executed. In order to celebrate this 
glorious victory, the angels mingled with the 
faithful who had not failed during the trial, and 
conducted them to the feet of. St. Peter, who, 
seated upon a majestic throne, received. their 
homage and thanks. He himself chose the new 
Pontiff who was destined to reorganize the 
Church. The religious Orders were reéstablished, 
the faithful were inflamed with new fervor, the 
Church recovered her primitive beauty, and the 
Sovereign Pontiff was recognized in every coun- 
try of the world as the Vicar of Jesus Christ.”
